Writing in. the February issuc 
of the “American” magazine, Dr. 
Bunche sald he “believed racial 
prejudice nearly blocked his as- 
signment to the Department, 
which became the springboard 
to his present post ns United Na- 
‘tons Trusteeship Director. 

“In the months since my name 
had been’ pr ,” he sald, 
“two or three high-ranking oMm- 
clnls in the State Department had 
tried to block the, appointment 
because of my race.” 

Dr. Bunche's sponsors, how- 
ever, brought ‘the matter to Mr, 
Hull's attention and he “listened 
to the objections, received an 
account of my qualifications, and 
then his famed Tennessee temper 
flared Into invectivo...and so I 
was aoppolnted—the first negro 
to, hold a desk job in the State 
Department." 

Dr. Bunche wrote that racial 
and religious intolerance in 
America make o mockery of both 
the constitution and charter of 
the United . Nations. 

“Conditions In-- our —nation’s 
capital are scandalous.” 

However, he reaffirmed his be- 
lef in the American way of life 
and added, “I wish to see’ the 
country .fulfll its promise to all 
its people."—United Press.
